SCHOOL REPGESs 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUGATION, 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


In presenting the annual report of School District No. 1, it is our 
aim to represent the status of our schools honestly, with no attempt 
to hide defects or find virtues where they do not exist. We do not claim 
for them perfection, but we do claim that since the schools have been un- 
der the supervision ofa Board of Education they have maintained a good 
degree of proficiency and although the first years of school under the 
present management were very satisfactory, a decided improvement 
has been made, and the past year the schools have been, if not all we 
could wish, all we could reasonably expect. We attribute the improve- 
ment in a great degree to the better classification and to the fact that 
our teachers take an interestin their profession and are constantly stu- 
dying to inform themselves of and put in practice new and improved 
methods of disciplining and teaching school. We are aware that some 
dissatisfaction has been expressed in regard to the method adopted in 
the intermediate department but we have observed decided improve- 
ment in that school. 

We have been pleased with the general management of the schools 
and their conduct throughout. 

Mr. W. L. Pettengill has had charge of the High School and a 
general supervision of the other departments. This is the fourth 
year that Mr. Pettengill has taught this school with entire satisfac- 
tion. 

Miss Hattie Dyer has had charge of the intermediate department 
and Miss Lizzie M. Williams ofthe primary. Miss Dyer has succeed- 
ed in bringing order out of chaos, and improvement has been the 
watchword and thoroughness her practice. Love for her vocation 
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and zeal for the welfare and improvement of her pupils are the char- 
acteristics of this teacher. 

Miss Lizzie Williams has maintained the same loving care over the 
little ones under her charge as heretofore and shown herself especial- 
ly adapted to instruct them. We should feel no anxiety in regard 
to our children while under her care. 

Last spring District No. 9 voted to unite with District No. 1 for 
schooling purposes and we believe the arrangement has proved a mu- 
tual benefit. The scholars of No. 9 having had the benefit of thirty 
weeks of school, and the addition of their school money, $104.54, has 
given us several weeks more of school than we should otherwise 
had. 

Some alterations and improvements have been made during the 
past year, the intermediate room having been enlarged, new 
stove put in and arrangement made for better ventilation. We con- 
sider our school house no disgrace to the district. Itis com- 
modious, well kept and capable of accommodating one hundred 
scholars. ‘ 

The high school have by their own efforts purchased and put into 
that department a fine organ costing nearly one hundred dollars. 
The intermediate and primary departments have raised about fifteen 
dollars each which has been expended for maps and charts for their 
use. 

The winter term is still in session and will not close un- 
til about the middle of March owing to a suspension of school for 
three weeks on account of sickness. 

Books have been purchased for the use of the schools by the board 
and furnished at cost. 

The schools have been under the supervision of the same Board of 
Education duriug the past three years and they have endeavored 
to act for the best good of the schools, and acted in perfect har- 
mony, and in whatever decisions they have been called upon to 
make they have been actuated only by the motive of promoting 
the greatest good to the greatest number. 


The Supreme Court of this state decides that ‘‘The whole, or a 
part of a town, organized as a school district, under acts, either gen- 
eral or special, that gave it a special, independent and complete organ- 
ization, and oflicers of its own having exclusive authority for the sup- 
erintendence and government of its schools and the administration of 
all its school affairs, is one of the ‘districts organized under special 
acts’ within the meaning of the proviso, is not abolished, and will not 
become a part of the town-district unless it votes to unite with it. A 
district organized under a law, general or special, by which its schools 
are subjected to the supervision of other officers than its own, will 


a 
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cease to exist from and after March 1. There may be exceptions, foun- 
ded on laws and circumstances that do not come into consideration in 
this case, but the general rule is based on the distinction between dis- 
tricts that are special in the sense of being by law specially indepen- 
dent, and fully officered for the supervision and management of their 
schools, and others that are subordinate in the sense of being subject 
to supervision by officers not peculiarly their own. ‘The mere estab- 
lishment of a high school or of graded schools, or a mere union of 
districts under a general or a special law, does not exempt a district 
from abolition. Districts organized under the Portsmouth, Newing- 
ton, Somersworth, or Concord acts, in their special or general forms, 
or under general laws, chapter 86, sections 2, 3. and chapter 87, sec- 
tions 16-22, will retain their present organization, unless they choose 
to abandon it and unite with the new town-district.” 


By this Decision of the Supreme Court district Nu. 1 retains its pre- 
sent organization and the management is not changed by the new 
law, and it is the desire of the Board of Education to maintain the 
same high standing of our schools they have obtained for the 
last three years.

Alice S. Webster taught the summer term. The amount of work 
done in this school was creditable to teacher and scholars. 
Georgianna P. Avery was employed for the winter term. But lit- 
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tle was accomplished in this school. The teacher was not thorough 
in her work, and did not give her pupils the amount of drill neces- 
sary for real progress in any school. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term, Lillian M. Follansbee teacher. Teacher and schol- 
ars worked together harmoniously. The result was a very successful 
term of school. | 

Bertha M. Flanders had charge of the winter term. Miss Flanders 
is a competent teacher. Her pupils knowing this fact made the bus- 
iness of acquiring knowledge a reality. Most improvement in arith- 
metic. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Two terms taught by Sadie Flanders. Teacher and scholars seem- 
ed interested in their work and we think the money in this district 
profitably expended. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Teacher for summer term Eva J. Edwards. As much work was 
accomplished in this term of six weeks as we usually find in schools 
of ten weeks session. 

Vat M. Hardy taught the winter term. The teacher tried hard to 
make the school a success, and the thorough examination I witnessed 
from those present at the close of the school showed he had not la- 
bored in vain. The recitations were nearly perfect. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


This school has some very studious and presevering scholars, with 
a good rank in scholarship. I think the improvement for the year 
will average with that of previous terms. Three terms during the 
year, two taught by Geo. F. Pettengill and one by Fred A. Wells. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Two terms taught by Lizzie T. Elliott. We think the summer 
term an averagely good school. The winter term not so profitable. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Summer term taught by Mary E. Elkins assisted by Fanny F. Fal- 
len. These teachers rank among our best ones, and are eminently 
fitted for the place they occupy. The work done in geography, pen- 
manship and spelling was very noticable. Miss Elkins’ long ac- 
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quaintance with this school puts her in a position to meet successful- 
ly all the intellectual wants of her pupils. 

Winter term Abraham Perkins teacher. Mr. Perkffis has know- 
ledge in kind and quantity suflicient to teach a profitable school. 
The school was going on smoothly at my first visit, it is yet in ses- 
sion. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


Summer term taught by Maud M. Barden. Winter term by Flor- 
ence B. Emerson. ‘The school for each term was short and the at- 
tendance small. As much improvement was made as we could reas- 
onably expect. 


DISTRICT NO. 185. 


Clara Sargent had charge of the summer term. The parents man- 
ifested considerable interest in this school, which was very encourag- 
ing to teacher and scholars. This was Miss Sargent’s first term; she 
is a good scholar and developed considerable ability as a teacher. 
The pupils were quite thorough in their studies. 

Fred Washburn was employed for the winter term, which is still 
in session. This teacher understands what he teaches, and insists 
that his pupils shall understand what they study. A very decided 
improvement in reading. The school for the year has been satisfac- 
tory. 


DISTRICT NO. 17. 


Ella M. Gordon taught the summer term. A good work was done 
in this school. The scholars, I think worked more for themselves 
than in any previous term, and the teacher encouraged them by her 
own industry. 

Winter term Lillian M. Follansbee teacher. Considering the mor- 
al atmosphere that pervaded in and around this school a fair amount 
of improvement_was made. 


DISTRICT NO. 18. 


Two, terms taught by Anna M. Ellis. This school sustained its for- 
mer reputation for industry and thoroughness. 
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REMARKS. 


Most of ou schools for the past year haye been successful, none 
without some improvement. <A few teachers have failed in main- 
taining a good discipline, and their schools have suffered in conse- 
quence, for weakness here produces weakness elsewhere. 

It is not to be expected that all teachers will reach the same stand- 
ard of excellence, many of whom are unexperienced, and all con- 
trolled by habits formed under a variety of different influences. It 
is obviously unreasonable to expect one school to make the same pro- 
gress, in all cases, as another more favorably situated. No school 
ever yet made intellectual progress without intellectual labor; and 
that teacher or that scholar who expects to obtain intellectual emi- 
nence much reach it by the labor of the brain. A new arrangement 
of school matters is soon to take the place of the one now in use. 
Many who do not fully believe in the present system doubt the utility 
of the ‘‘Town System.” We are to test its practicability before we 
can judge correctly of it. It seems the authors intention of the law 
was to give as near as possible the same amount of schooling to every 
scholar, and.secure tous better qualification of teachers and their 
greater permanence; if it shall accomplish this design it ought to 
meet the sanction of the people. I do not believe a single individual 
will suffer from this law; if changes are necessary they will, I pre- 
sume be made; but if the ‘Board of Education” think more can be 
accomplished as the districts now are they will probably remain un- 
changed. c 


In some of our schools I found the teacher asking too many lead- 
ing questions supplying all the ellipses made by their pupils during 
recitation. I would suggest the importance of having lessons reci- 
ted by pupils, and not by teachers. Never do for a pupil what he is 
capable of doing for himself. Much has been said in regard to the 
teachers’ authority in the school-room and the general supervision of 
their pupils. I shall not attempt to interpret the law only offer a few 
suggestions. Ido not believe corporal punishment can be entirely 
dispensed with, without detriment to the order and discipline of 
schools; but it should be the duty of the teacher to remove as far as 
possible the necessity for it. No effort should be spared to lead the 
pupils to govern themselves. The teacher must have the ability to 
inspire his or her pupils with a love of virtue, and his or her own 
life must be a model worthy of their imitation. The teacher should 
labor to secure the confidence and kind regard of their pupils, and to 
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satisfy them that all their requirements are dictated by a sincere and 
ardent desire to advance their best interest. The authority of the 
teacher in school must be complete and unquestioned. But the teach- 
er should never forget that love ot freedom, love of independence, 
love of power, are all implanted in the natures of children for wise 
and important ends; and no unskillful teacher should be allowed to 
lay his hands ruthlessly upon them, but when the pupil will not ac- 
knowledge his duty to submit to the rightful authority of the teacher, 
when the will of the pupil gains control over his reason and judg- 
ment, then the teacher must take such measures as may be necessary 
to bring his wayward will to bow. But if every punishment inflicted 
by the teacher is to be the means of rendering his name odious; if he is 
not to be sustained by the sympathy and approval of school directors 
and parents, the right arm of his authority is paralyzed. This very — 
lack of sustaining influence will be the means of increasing greatly 
the necessity for punishment, which might be avoided if the right to 
inflict it was never called in question. Finally if parents and citi- 
zens would labor as hard to discover the good qualities of teachers: 
as to find their bad ones we Should see grander results in our 
schools. |
